A. U. Milne, C. (M. fi-, Collector of 
Customs, was advised yesterday b} tele- 
gram that I'rofessor Asser, the Dutch 
jurist, who was appointed arbitrator to 
settle the ii mount of damages due the 
lour I inted States sealing schooners 
seized by Uustsia at the same time as 
the local schooners were seized off the 
Copper islands, was awarded ls,'(L',4-l-l. 
The Cape Horn I'igeou, owned in San 
Crallcisco, and seized about the same 
time off Copper islands, was awarded 
>>o.\7r>n. The Kate and Anne of Seat- 
He. was awarded !)*1,4S.N, and the James 
Hamilton Lewis, of Seattle, (seized by 
Hie Aleut off Copper islands, was award- 
ed $L'S,5«8. 

Prof. Asser in giving his reasons for 
the award said, taking the ease of the 
C, III, V'hite as the other cases, thut 
the schooner was seized outeide the ter- 
ritorial waters of Itussia, and the eon- 
leution itilvaiiced by the Itussian repre- 
sentatives that the warships of olio 
country had the right to pursue beyond 
the limits of its territorial waters, when 
a ship of another nation whm guilty of 
illegal action, was untenable, for* the 
jurisdiction of the nation did not extend 
heyond its territorial waters, unless a 
special treaty gave it such privileges. 
Hie seizure of the schooners was there- 
Ion, illegal, and damages were awarded 
as above, interest to he paid in each 
cane at the rate of ti per cent. 

The four schooners referred to in the 
despatch from The Hague . were all 
seized in 1892 by the Russian cruisers 
Zabiaka and Kotick, under similar cir- 
cumstances as were the six schooners 
sailing out of this punt, which wen; 
seized at that time olf the Copper Isl- 
ands, and as the claims are exactly s.m- 
ilar, and the same evidence adduced in 
supiKirt of them, much nf which, by tho 
way, was secured and prepared in Vic- 
toria, is advanced in support uf the 
claims of the Victoria sealers, which 
are being made by the Imperial gov- 
ernment from Russia on hehalf of the 
Victoria seniors. The matter has been 
pending for several years. Collector oi 
Customs A. It. .Milne, who is a ne-og-< 
inzed authority mi sealing mailers, has 
piepared the local claims, mid much as- 
sistance was also given by him in the 
preparation of the United States claims, 
for which purpose Cant. Dan McLean 
and others interested in the San Fran- 
cisco schooners came to this city. 

The schooners, the Cape Horn, Pigeon 
and ('. II. 'White, owned in San Fran- 
cisco, and tho Kate and Anna and 
.lames Hamilton Lewis, formerly the 
Anna Bock of Victoria, she being sold 
at Seattle and rechristened, after being 
seized by tin- United States cruisers in 
Behriug sea, were hunting uff the Cop- 
per Islands when seized. The cruiser 
Zahiaka captured three, and the Aleut 
look the other. Those secured by th<! 
Zagiaka did not. make a .light against 
seizure, other than a protest against 
their illegal taking when on the high 
seas, when engaged in a lawful pursuit, 
hut the James Hamilton Lewis, which 
was seized by the Aleut, made <iuite a 
light before the Hussiaus took her. 

The James Hamilton Lewis was 
hunting off the Copper Islands in com- 
mand N of Copt. Alex. Mid, can, whose 
brother, Han McLean, made a raid ou 
tlie rookeries, and was surprised by a 
party of Russians, who opened lire ou 
the sealers, wounding McLean. The 
crew with him were unhurt and took ■ ■* 
the boats, reaching the schooner in safe- 
ty, with the exception of one man, Tnl- 
lK»t, who was so badly frightened that 
he fell overboard and was drowned. 
Sail was made and the schooner got 
away from the Russian cruiser, which 
had started after her in a fog. 

The James Hamilton Lewis was in 
tlie same neighborhood in command of 
the other McLean, and was overhauled 
liy the Russian cruiser Aleut- the same 
vessel as had beer pursuing his broth- 
er's vessel— and ordered to heave to; 
hut McLean shouted hack that he 
would nor. that he was in neutral wat- 
ers and neither the Russians nor anyone 
else had a right to interfere with him. 
Tin' uuiii-of-war swung off a short dis-| 
tame and fired a few shots, intending 
to frighten the sealers. The sealers 

■wer it frightened, though, and started] 

to i-uii. ami after another volley, which 
tore through the schooner's canvas, the 
Aleut -steamed across the hove of tlie 
schooner, carrying away her forward 
rigging, and as she swung alongside a 
fiarty scrambled aboard from the Aleut 
and "took possession of the sealer. 

Still McLean d ! d not give up. Run- 
ning aft with several sealers assisting 
him, he carried a chain and attempted 
to throw it over the propeller of the 
Russian vessel, hut the attempt failed. I' 
was the sealer's intention to disable tie 
cruiser by having her wind the chain 
around her wheel as soon as she steam- 
ed ahead, hut tlie chain missing, the 
cruiser was undamaged. Together with 
all his crew, save six, Mdl n was tak- 
en mi hoard the Aleut, and nine Rus- 
sians were put on hoard the James 
Hamilton Lewis as a prize crew. These 
together with the six Americans sailed 
the schooner to L'etroprtulof.-ky, where, 
like the other schooners, she was left "a 
rotting contraband on Petropaulofsky's 

Thq sealers were all placed in jail at 
Petropaulnfskv together with the oth- 
ers that had been taken by the Zabinka 
and Vakout, and in January of the fol- 
lowing year they were sent to Korea, 
and theuee taken on a Itussian vessel to 
N'agasaki, where they were turned over 
tn the American consul'Mld shipped' to 
Sun 1 'ran Cisco, ' ,'.... 

The decision of the Dutch jurist at 
The Hague, that Russia must' pay the 
damage claims for the seizure of the 
four United States schooners seized by 
Russians, is of great interest to weal 
scalers, for the claims are based on ex- 
actly similar lines to those of the five 
schooners out of this city, the Carmel- 
ite Rosie Olson, Vancouver Belle. 
QIaria, and Auraunah, which were seiz- 
ed on the high seas by Russian cruis- 
ers together with the nhoonors Wil- 
li,." MdGo wan and Ariel, for the illegal 
seizure of which Russia has recently 
paid compensation to the owners and 
crews. Of the seven, schooners seized at 
the lime by Russia only one of which— 



circumstances, has been upheld, the 
owners, masters and crews of these 
live Victoria schooners, whose vessels 
lie rotting at Vladivostoek and Fetro- 
paulofsky, and whose crews suffered 
the roughest of treatment in the Itus- 
sian prisons, expect to he reimbursed for 
the loss oil vessels, skins and liberty. 

The claims of the schooners were 
prepared some years ago by Collector of 
Customs A. R. Milne, whose work in 
connection with the sealing industry has 
won him honor, and the statement of 
the claims have been long since in the 
hands of Russia. They were tabulated 
and with all detail referring to the 
claim, despatched to Ottawa, thence to 
London, and by the Imperial govern- 
ment handed to Russia. The seven 
claims each amounted to ahout ?ol>,000, 
and so far but two have been paid by 
Russia— those of the Willie McGownn 
and Ariel, tlie former being awarded 
something over .^1,000, and the latter 
about $20,000. 

The Carmelite, Rosie Olseu, and 
Maria sailed from this port in the 
spring of lNW, and the Vancouver Belle 
from Vancouver. They started for 
Copper Islands, the Carmelite in com- 
mand of Capt. W. Hughes, now of the 
steamer Tees, the Maria in command of 
Capt. Sprott Balcom, now assistant 
manager of the Victoria Scaling Com- 
pany, Rasio Olson in charge of Capt. 
Keefe, and Capt. Copp had charge of 
the Vancouver [Belle. The Willie Mi- 
Go wau wits in charge of Capt. Mc- 
d.eod. The Auraunah was seized in 
1NN.N. In those days the modus vivendi 
had not been made which compelled 
sealers to remain thirty miles off the 
rookeries, and according to both Rus- 
sian and international law, the schoan- 
ers could go to within three marine 
leagues— aliout nine miles— from the 
shore. 

The five sealers seized in that 3 
1S02 — were miles without the limit 
breaking no laws, but despite i 
was seemingly as Killing has said: 
"There runs no law of God or man to 
the North of Jifty-three." They were 
seized. Their vessels, skins, in fact all 
they had, were taken, and the crews 
were treated in a shameful way by 
their Russian captors.

Washington, Nov. 20.— The appearance 
in Washington of I. Seligman, a memhat 
of a New York financial house, winch 
is engaged in extensive international 
syndicates, taken in connection with the 
despatch printed from Hondoi! relative 
to Venezuela finances, was viewed in 
official circles here today as indicating 
the existence of a syndicate with the 
purpose of tloating all of Venezuela's 
many debts and thus avoid a seizure of 
her custom houses by foreign powers. 
The assumption is that the prospective 
syndicate wishes to ascertain before 
closing a bargain with Venezuela, 
whether or not the United Slates will 
insure the meeting by Venezuela of the 
obligations which would assume in the 
matter of repayment of the loans. 

The United States government it can 
he stated on authority, is extremely de- 
sirous that Venezuela settle her trou- 
bles with Croat Britain, Germany and 
other foreign countries without incurring 
the seizure of any Venezuelan ports, 
even temporarily, for it is realized that 
while the United States could not con- 
sistently object to the seizure of Vene- 
zuelan customs houses by a 'foreign 
power, as a menus of collecting just 
debts,' this is regarded as a contingency 
to be avoided if possible; because it is 
realized that serious friction might fol- 
low between tho foreigners and the 
Venezuelans, and which, in the begin- 
ning might bo declared to be merely 
temporary occupation, might end by a 
claim of permanence in which the Unit- 
ed States must take notice, and which 
it must contest. Therefore, if any re- 
sponsible financial body is willing to pay 
off Venezuela's foreign claim, and so- 
relieve the country . from danger of oc- 
cupation, such a move would be wel- 
comed by the United States. But it is- 
known in official circles that the guar- 
antee by the United States government 
of thi' syndicate, Venezuelan's loan 
would be unfavorably considered. The- 
Department of. State objects very 
strongly to giving any guarantee. of this 
kind, and its official practice has been' 
to extend to a United States citizen: 
holding foreign bonds such protection! 
as it would accord to any other citizen, 
hut to allow him to hear, the risk of Ilia 
own venture, holding that he takes the 
bonds of a foreign government subject 
to the vicissitudes of thut government, 
and cannot expect the United States to 
act his collector in tlie event that his 
speculation does not turn out as well' 
as expected. 

IMr. Seligman lost no time in bringing 
his business to the attention of the gov- 
ernment here, and before noon he ap- 
peared at the Executive office with S6na- 
for iHnnna, and was promptly admitted! 
to the j 'resident's room. The confer- 
ence did not hist very long, and when 
he came away Mr. Seligman declined 
to make any statement as to the reason 
Tor his call, beyond the vemark that it 
was a friendly visit. It is understood, 
however, that' he did sound the Presi- 
dent upon the line indicated nhove, and' 
that the President could not see his way 
clear to involve the United States in 
the financial ditliculties of the American" 
republics that might follow from tlio- 
noceptanee of Mr. Seliginan's proposi- 
tion. It may he (hat the matter will 
later take a form that will make it pos- 
sible for the State Department to 
favorably entertain it. At any rate, Mr. 
iSeligmail returned to his hotel from the- 
executive offices, postponing a visit he 
had projected to tlie State Department, 
ami letting it be understood that he was 
not leaving Washington immediately'.

AN IMMENSE CHURCH. 

Ottawa Priest Plans Immense Structure 
for New York. 

Plans are under consideration by n re- 
ligious community in New York city for 
a sacred building of au unusual charac- 
ter. The approved drawings contemplate 
au edifice more magnificent that the 
world-famous St 'Sophia of Constanti- 
nople, more capacious than St. Peter's of 
Rome. Tin: latter holds 50,000 people; 
the drawings for the New York structure 
tore 'on a ficnle calculated for between 
00,000 and 70,000. Itev. Father J. Bouil- 
lon, Canon of the Roman Catholic Cath- 
edral of Ottawa, Canada, is the designer. 
He calls the new church Nova Saucta 
Sophia. 

The dome, in Mosaics, will sit like a 
resplendent crown upon a vista of 
delicate columns of the rarest marbles 
mid brilliant reproductions of the great- 
est -works of the old masters in Home. 
The costly character. of the Mosaics may 
lie realized when it is remembered that a 
singie reproduction, only 15 toy .'.ill feet in 
size, will average an outlay of $100,000; 
and the whole of the church is to be 
covered with them.* All the splendor of 
this dazzling interior' will be brought ou 
by the uninterrupted light of tier upon 
tier of windows rising 150 feel to the 
dome. The last tier of windows are to 
be reared 50 feet neater heaven than tin 
cross on the dome of St. Peter's. 

The top of the dome somewhat re 
seiubles that of St. Peter's, but over it 
there is a gallery like that of the dome 
of the Invillides at Paris. ]lllt it I 
adorned, in the case of Nova Sanct.i 
'Sonhlfl <r' tu Lnu four a P° cu lyptical am 
.inals. ' The (op oi l lle dom e is huished 
with a globe having the shape of a 
elborium resting on a ground of cheru 
-binis, the whole being surmounted by the 
cross. . 

The beauty of the interior is revealed 
at a glance. The entrance commands a 
view of the whole church, from the floor 
to the top of the dome, something no- 
where else seen except at St. Sophia, 
iu Constantinople, and the Rotunda, Jn 
Home. 

All the pictures are to be reproductions 
in Mosaic of the masterpieces in Home. 
The columns throughout the church ot 
rare marbles stand around the chapels 
so as to leave a clear view from each 
.I,*™.,' ,' t ' 'lie entire building. The ceil- 
imfof each 'of the el.apou, » JW W 
from the pavement.

Nova 
Saucta Sophia will lie the greatest won 
der of the New, and the most lit, inipos 
ing and beautiful temple ever reared to 
the majesty of the Divine Master , by His 
devout servants among men.

Recog- 
nizing this proposition as an excellent 
thing, different heavy, manufacturers of 
Toronto have established annual scholar- 
ships for the commercial course, and are 
personally urging young men to take the

The first vessel seized was the schoon- 
er Rosie- Olseu. She was found iytn? 
to, about forty miles oft' the Coast of 
Copper Islands, on July 4, lStTJ, with 
her boats iind canoes nil out chasing 
the seals, -when the Russian cruiser Ko 
tick crawled over the horizon. Satis- 
lied that he was breaking no law, dipt 
Keefe was not greatly perturbed at the 
appearance of the Russians, nor was he 
fearful when a boat left the Kotick 
and came over to his vessel. Judge of 
his surprise when, after searching his 
vessel, the Russian commander demand- 
ed his papers, and told him that his ves- 
sel was seized and that he and his crew- 
were prisoners of the Czar. When the 
hunters returned at uiglitfull, they were 
also made prisoners, and a prize crew 
placed on board the .schooner, which 
took her to Petropaulofsky, where the 
crew was lodged in jail. The schooner 
had ;i,'!7 skins on board at the time of 
her capture. She belongs to Alex. Mun- 
ro & Company, of this city. 

The Vancouver Belle was seized by 
the same Russian warship, some days 
later, miles outside the proscribed area, 
anil, continuing her patrol, the Kotick 
came across the schooner Maria, OU 
August 21, 1SD2. Cnpt. B.alcoiu and 
his crew were relieved of their schoon- 
er and the ('00 skins she hud taken, and 
a prize crew took her after the other 
schooners to a Russian port on the 
Kamschatka Peninsula. Five days later 
the Kotick captured the Carmelite. 
Capt. Hughes' vessel was at that time 
hunting about 25 miles off the Coast of 
the Copper Islands and breaking no 
law. She had (KM) skins on board when 
taken. She is owned l»y Capt. Chas. 
Hncltett &. Company of this city, and 
they expect Russia to pny them for the 
seized schooner, their skins and tile loss 
of liberty of the crew, as (16 the other j 
schooners, the claims in all aggregating 

00,000. 

The seized sealers with their masters 
and crews were turned over to the Rus- 
sian governor at Petropaulofsky by the 
commander of the Kotick. The sealers, 
who, by this time, were almost naked, 
the Russians having robbed them ofj 
everything they had while on the cruis- 
er, were imprisoned in a log cabin, I 
which, it is said, had been used before 
it was made a prison, as a hen-house, I 
and they spent a horrible time while 
bold . there, watching the Russians par- 
ading past their jail attired in the 
sealers' sweaters, guernseys, rubber 
lMiots and clothing;- watching the gov- 
ernor and his underlings looting the 
schooners as they lay near by on the 
bench, anil they almost starved on the 
miserable allowance of seven kopeks a 
day given thc-in to buy food. Had it 
not been for tin- sympathy of some of 
the women they would have starved. 

For two weeks this was the life of the 
sealers, save when the governor—! 
pompous litle mass of gold braid and 
brass buttons — amused himself by par- 
ading the unfortunate sealing captains, 
hunters and crews, whites and srwnshee, 
before him. On one of these occasions 
his dignity received an awful jar by the 
antics of the siwashes, to whom so 
much display of gold brnid was a treat. 
They— overcome by tiie gaudiness of the 
little Russian— crowded nronnd him just 
at the slai-'e when bis dignified chest 
was extended to the full, and made him 
ns" language not tolerated in officio' 
correspondence, by tenderly lingering 
his goid braid and brass buttons. 

Aside from his opportunities of show- 
ing his authority, however, the governor 
profited in other ways from the schoon- 
ers and the sealers. None of the pos- 
sessions of the captured men. not even 
a jnrkknife was safe from the greedy 
Russians. The little signal guns were 
taken from the schooners to form orna- 
ments for the entrance to the governor's 
resilience. The schooner's lanterns 
lighted his walk: in fact, everything that 
«as ol' ally vflilio whatever had been 
stripped from the vessels-. The sealers 
kite went too, and the slop chests Wen- 
soon emptied, Evorytliing was taken. 
It Was systematic plundering. 

The governor was. however, none too 
sure that his actions would be tolerated, 
and after many communications with his 



superiors, accelerated by the complaints 
of the two governments interested, he 
made arrangements for the release of 
hi? prisoners. Cnpt, Copp, of the 
schooner Vancouver Belle, was called 
hefon the governor and he presented 
the schooner Itosie Olsen to him ou 
condition tliat lie would take as many 
of the crew hack to Victoria as he could 
H'V.l •K-eomnjodntion Gil tile vessel for. 

Then Over SO emaciated, half-Starved, 
ami ragged specimens of humanity— 
whites and siwashes— crowded into the 
liosio Olsen and (.'apt. Copp set sail for 
Victoria. Those of the unfortunate seal- 
ers who diil not make the passage home 
m the Itosie Olsen were brought across 
hi the bark Majestic. 

On the arrival of the Rosie Olson. 
Cnpt. Copp set claim to the vessel, stat- 
ing that she had been presented to him 
by the governor at Petropaulofsky. The 
Rosie Olseu was, however, the property 
of Messrs. Muuro & Co., of this city, 
and. her owners took possession of her. 
Gupt. Copp started proceedings to se- 
cure her, but nothing was done in the 
matter, and she reverted, as she must 
have done under the shipping laws, to 
her owners. 

Those who -were- brought home by the 
.Majestic were not any tc well treated 
by the master of that vessel. When ho 
reached here with the unfortunate seal- 
ers, he demanded $50 a head from, the 
customs authorities for their passage, 
and as it afterwards leaked out, had 
taken what little of their effects had 
been left by the Russians, ns security 
for their fares. The United .States cap- 
tain made ipiite a disturbance over his 
efforts to collect the payment ho de- 
manded for bringing the scalers home. 
2 1 is vessel was a leaky and ancient ship, 
and none too seaworthy. She foundered 
with all on board a year afterwards 
when bound from Seattle to San Fran- 
cisco with coal. 

This is the story of the seizures re- 
garding which evidence has been pre- 
pared, and as in the ease of the United 
States schooners, so it is with the Vic- 
toria vessels, and their owners are there- 
fore expectant that their claims will 
shortly he paid. The evidence is exactly 
the same as in the case of the claims 
settled by v the Hague arbitration, and 
Collector of Customs A. R. I.Milne work- 
ed up much of the United States case 
as well as the local cases for the own- 
ers interested, many of whom spent con- 
siderable time in Victoria preparing their 
case. 

It is several years since the claims 
were sent forward (after months of 
painstaking work by Collector Milne) 
to Ottawa, whence they were sent to 
London, ami are being preferred against 
Russia by the Imperial governnit tit. It 
was expected that they would be set- 
tled long before the United States 
claims, but the Fnited States diplomats 
have seemingly been busier and secured 
recompense for the sealers living their 
llag, while the Victoria claims are still 
niiseltle,l, other than those- of the Willie 
McCJowan and Ariel. Nothing has been 
done in connection with the local claims 
as far as the local sealers can learn for 
the past few years. The matter was to 
have come up for arbitration two years 
ago. but when the meeting was arrang- 
ed, the arbitrator who was selected, died, 
and since then no meeting has been ar- 
ranged, but now, that the United States 
claims have been settled, the local seal- 
ers are in hopes that their claims, which 
amount, as stated, to about $300,000 in 
the aggregate, will ho paid.

Caracas, Venezuela, Nov. 20.— A force 
ot government troops, numbering y.ltrj, 
under Generals Velutiui and Olivares, 
re-occupied Barcelona on the morning >( 
-November 20. The revolutionists com- 
manded by (Jen. Pablo Uuzmun and 
lOen. 1.. Rolando, who joined them 
last week with only 200 men, abandon- 
ed the city before the arrival of the gov- 
erument forces, taking with them the 
leading prisoners whom they captured 
some time ago. Among these prisoners 
were (ienerals Ayela, Telleria and Mar- 
enno, (he Inst two presidents of the 
states of C'oso and Barcelona. The 
rebels removed their ammunition ami a 
gun. which they took to a point six 
miles from the city, where they were 
attacked by a government force, under 
.Gen. Guzman Alvarez, who inflicted up- 
on them a severe defeat, liberating the 
prisoners they were holding as hostages 
and obliging them to escape in smnl 
bands through the mountains. The re- 
capture by president Castro's troops o! 
Barcelona, which the revolutionists hnv< 
been representing as improbable, i; 
taken here as further proof of the de- 
moralization of the revolutionists. Tin 
government forces continued their 
march upon Ciudad Bolivar. 

Port of Spain, Island of Trinidad, 
Nov. 21). — Sir Courtney Knollys, acting 
governor of Trinidad, believes tha 
Great Britain and Germany are prepar- 
ing for joint action against Venezuela 
The people of Tnnidud, lie says, think 
it time Inr the foreign powers to inter- 
vene in the iu at cor. Venezuelan gun 
boats have recently seize, I four British 
merchantmen in the Orinoco river, and 
the protest made regarding these seiz- 
ures has not been heeded. A United 
I States siiip is now here, hound for the 
' Orinoco, and is awaiting a decision 
from the Washington government as to 
whether or not the blockade is effective. 

Mr. Knollys declares that Venezuela 
has no cause for complaint at the fail- 
ure of the powers to recognize the block- 
ade, as sucn recognition would mean the 
investing of the revolutionists with bel- 
ligerent rights, and woit',1 close Trinidad 
to Castro's warships, which use Port o£ 
Spain as a place for refitting. He in- 
sists that the island of Bates is British 
territory, and has been mi for a century, 
and declares that ample proof of his 
statement is obtainable. The sympathy 
of Trinidad is with the revolutionists, 
though- it is admitted that Castro is 
n,,w dominant. Senor Rajas, agent of 
the revolutionists, says: "The war will 
continue, the revolutionists have oilentv 
of ammunition, and more has been or- 
dered. Gen. Mntos is at Cnracoa for 
lb,- purpose of obtaining supplies. There 
are lit, INK) revolutionists all in Venezue- 
la, the IOastern section of which country 
is completely under the control of his 
party. If Great Britain and Germany 
attack Venezuela, the revolutiouiids will 
sink all differences existing between 
themselves and the government, and all 
Venezuelans will light for their coun- 
try. The revolutionists have received no 
foreign support, particularly none from 
Colombia. At the same time, it is 
stated in authoritative Colombian quar- 
ters that the Bogota government will 
reject President Castro's overtures, and 
will aid in the attempt to defeat him. 

Mr. Seligmnu tonight said that an- 
other conference would lie held tomor- 
row, at which Secretary Hay will be 
present, and that at its conclusion he 
would probably give out a statement.

A strict regulation making il ■ dilii.'a- 
lory upon campers, prospectors and 
others starting tires to extinguish 1 he in 
before leaving is sought by the lumber- 
men. If this step were taken, it is be- 
lieved that the number of tires would lie 
miateriully reduced, for il has been 
shown that many of the more disastrous 
forest tires are started in this manner. 

The system of tire patrol regarded by 
the lumbermen us necessary would pro- 
vide for a state lire warden, whose duty 
it would be to exercise u general super- 
vision oyer the county patrol. The 
statae warden won d he charged with th ' 
duty of compelling the appointment of 
county wardens and looking after each 
section of timber which is likely to be- 
come endangered by fires during the dry
